10. I understand and agree that if the Judge permits me to remain at liberty pending sentencing 1 must 
notify my lawy er and bondsman or Pre-trial Release officer of any change of my address or telephone number or employ ment 
and if the Judge orders a Pre-Sentence Imestigation (PSI) and 1 willfully fail to appear for an appointment with the probation 
officer for the PSI interview, the Judge can revoke my release and place me in jail until the PSI interv iew lias been completed or until 
my sentencing.
